Mark E. Schmidt declares as follows: 

1 . I am a patent agent in the firm of Skj erven Morrill MacPherson LLP, 25 Metro 
Drive, San Jose California, and v^as responsible for preparing the above-referenced 
application (the "Application"). The Application v^as prepared for oixr firm's client, 
LumiLeds Lighting, U.S. LLC. 

2. Attached hereto as Exhibit A and Exhibit B are portions of two figures 
included in invention disclosure material that I used in preparing the Application. I received 
these figures prior to June 7, 2001 . Exhibit A shows a simulated band structure for a portion 
of a light emitting device covered by independent Claims 1, 9, 18, and 25 of the Application.
